WASHINGTON, March 22.—By a ma- 


jority of only 19 votes Speaker Cannon 
gained one step to-day in his fight for the 
arbitrary joinder of Arizona and New 
Mexico before their admission, with Ox- 
lahoma, as States. Forty-one members 
of his party voted against him, and he 
was saved from defeat only by the sup- 


port of ten Kansas and Missouri Repub- 
licans who chose to follow the will of the 
Speaker rather than that of their con- 
stituents. 

The most strenuous efforts have been 
put forth by the Speaker to hold these 
men in line. With their districts calling 
to them to vote for the admission of 
Oklahoma they have been practically 
forced to do the Speaker’s will. But they 
have obtained from him a promise that 
Oklahoma shall be admitted at this ses- 
sion. 

A special rule was jammed through this 
morning disagreeing with the Senate 
amendments to the Hamilton bill, and 
sending it to conference. Some notion 
of how it will fare in the conference may 
be gathered from what happened in the 
Senate this afternoon when the formal 
word came from the House asking for the 
conference. The regular procedure would 
be to appoint the Chairman of.the Sen- 
ate Committee on Territories as the head 
of the Senate conferees. But that would 
put Senator Beveridge in that place. 
Beveridge is in favor of the Hamilton 
bill, and was outvoted by the Senate 
when it struck out Arizona and New 
Mexico, 

When the matter came up to-day Sen- 
ator Foraker objected to naming Bever- 
idge to head the Senate conferees. He 
said such a course would be to select a 
man who was not in accord with the 
views of the majority of the Senate, and 
the matter went over until to-morrow.

7-TON PUMP IN EVIDENCE, 


Produced in His Office Before Exam- 
iner in a Patent Case,

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The largest 
exhibit ever shown in a patent case was 
taken into the Patent Office to-day in a 
case involving claims for improvements 
in a centrifugal pump. The claim was in 
charge of F. W. Barnaclo, a New York 
patent attorney, who had asked the Ex- 
aminer to allow him to show the mechan- 
ism by means of drawings and photo- 
graphs. The Examiner refused, and ap- 
peal was taken to the Commissioner of 
Patents, who sustained the Examiner's 
decision. 

Then the attorney stood on his right 
and took the actual machine into the 
Patent Office. It weighed seven tons and 
required twenty men to roll it up the 
Ninth Street steps and into the Exam- 
iner's office. As there is $500,000 involved 
in the claim in dispute, Mr. Barnaclo said

Ten Are Known to be Dead and from 
25 to 75 Are Missing. 


FAIRMONT, West Va., Marc —Ten 
men are known to be dead, twenty-five 
are injured, and from twenty-five to sev- 


enty-five are missing and believed to be 
dead as the result of an explosion of gas 
in the shaft of the Century Coal Com- 
pany, at Century, a small mining town 
fifty miles south of Fairmont. The ex- 
plosion occurred at 4:30 o’clock this after- 
noon, but owing to the telephone wirés 
being damaged by. the high winds of to- 
day, details are lacking, and the names 
of the victims, six of whom are known 
to be foreigners, had not ‘been obtained 
at a late hour to-night. 

The Century Mine, which is owned by 
Shaw Brothers of Baltimore, is one of the 
largest independent operations in North- 
ern West Virginia. Over 250 men are em- 
ployed daily in the shaft, and had the ex- 
plosion been an hour earlier the loss of 
life would have been appalling. As it was, 
there were but few in the shaft, most of 
the miners having quit for the day. 

The giant fark which furnishes air for 
the shaft was partially wrecked by the 
force of the explosion, but was repaired 
immediately, and within an hour after the 
accident Supt. James Ward had a relief 
gang in the mine. The first trip out 
brought ten men—five dead and five badly 
burned. ; 
A second expedition immediately went 
down and explored the main heading. 
Four more bodies were found there. Four-

CHARGES COME UP TO-DAY 


Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court Will Hear Judge’s Reply 
to Accusations. 


It was authoritatively stated last night 
that Justice Joseph H. Deuel had resigned 
from the Bar Association on March 14 
and that his resignation had been ac- 


cepted. Charges against Justice Deuel are 
pending before the association. 

There was a rumor that when the 
charges were to be brought against Deuel 
he asked for an adjournment. This, it ts 
reported, was refused. It is said he im- 
mediately presented his resignation. 
That it was accepted is shown by a 
statement of Hinar Chrystie, attorney of 
the Grievance Committee, who said last 
night: 

‘‘Justice Deuel presented his resigna- 
tion to the committee of the Bar Associa- 
tion, from that body, on March 14, and it 
was accepted.” 

When asked whether this action would 
have any bearing on the charges to which 
he is to make reply to-day before the Ap- 
pellate Division, Mr. Chrystie said: 

“That has no bearing on the case at all, 
We are only’ concerned with his connec- | 
tion with the Bar Association.”

SNOWBOUND FOR 12 DAYS. 


Passengers I!i on Train at Summit of 
Cumbres Pass. 


DURANGO, Col., March 22.—After being 
snowbound for twelve days on the lofty 
summit of Cumbres Pass, at the crest of 
the San Juan Range, fifty miles from the 
nearest town, a Denver & Rio Grande 
train containing fifty passengers to-day 
arrived in Alamosa in the San Luis Valley, 

The train left Durango on March 10 and 
became stalled that night. Snow continued 
falling day after day until it lay on the 
level higher than the smokestack of the 
locomotive.

Plan to Muzzle the Dogfish.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The Gov- 
ernment, having more or less successful- 
ly subdued and civilized the pocket goph- 
er and the boll weevil, may next be called 
upon to extend its sway to the dogfish. 
Representative Green of Massachusetts is 
father of the project.

FIRST FIGHT IN SENATE 
ON INSURANCE REFORM 


Malby, Who Ap- 
peals for Delay. 


ALSO CRITICISES JEROME 


Bill Finally Sent to Committee for 
Amendment and Advanced for 
Third Reading. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, March 22.—That there will 


be a prolonged fight on the floor of the 
Senate when the Armstrong Committee's 
Insurance bills come up for final passage 
became apparent to-day when the first 
skirmish in the insurdnce battle took 
place. Senator Malby, with Senator 
Raines, the leader in the Senate, served 
notice that he would not feel constrained 
to consider the actions of the Armstrong 


Committee in the light of ingpiration, and 
that he would oppese any hasty action on 
the bills. 

Mr. Malby clearly indicated that he bee 
lisved some of the bills could be im- 
proved by amendments, and although he 
did not particularize, it is understood 
that he referred to the measure limiting 
the amount of business and placing. re- 
strictions on the expenses of companies. 

Senator Tully started the ball rolling 
when he presented, on behalf of the 
committee, one of the revised bills which 
calls for the election on Nov. 15 next of 
new boards of Directors or Trustees of 
all mutual companies. The original bill 
nullified all proxies given prior to July 
1, but as amended it proyides that the 
proxies must be obtained after Sept. 14, 
and it provides, too, that the boards 
shall be divided into classes. 

In presenting the amendments, Senator 
Tully asked that the bill be advanced te 
third reading. He said that the Mutual 
Life would hold its next annual meeting 
on April 11, and that it was therefore 
necessary that this bill, affecting the eleo- 
tion of the Trustees of mutual companies, 
should be a law before that date. 

The motion to amend and advance to 
third reading brought Mr. Malby to his 
feet. 

“I desire to state right here,” he said, 
“that I shall insist upon the most care- 
ful consideration of these insurance bill 
and I shall object to the hasty action pro- 
posed. I don’t want to be understood 
as opposing this legislation and must not 
be looked on in the light of an obstruc- 
tionist, but the fact is that the public 
mind is very much inflamed at preseut 
over the insurance situation and there is 
grave danger that this important legisla- 
tion, if dictated by public clamor at such 
a time, will militate against orderly and 
deliberate judgment on these bills. 

“In the cry for vengeance on these 
companies which has gone up the fact 
seems to have been overlooked that every 
blow struck at one of the companies is 
likewise a blow to the policy holder.” 

This roused Senator Brackett, who 
launched forth into a fiery speech. 

“This is the time for drastic action,” 
he announced. ‘‘ We can’t hit these Di- 
rectors too hard or get them out too 
quickly. Let us stop this rot about con- 
servatism. Radicalism of the most pro- 
nounced stripe is what we want now, and 
the time is ripe to strike, and strike hard. 
In my opinion, this bill is not radical 
enough. It ought to legislate the whole 
brood out of office at once and provide, 
further, that not one of the old gang 
could ever hold office again.’’ 

“Would you have us pass legislation 
which says that any particular class of 
ce‘tizers shall not hold office?” asked © 
Senatcr McCarren. 

“I say that a bill can be passed provid- 
ing that not one of these Directors whose 
affirmative wrongdoing or negligence has 
been responsible for thege evils shall ever 
hold office again,’’ was the reply. “f 
know what the Senator has in mind in 
his anxiety to protect from legislation 
these people, and I'll tell it to the Senate 
if he won't. It is that men who do not 
own a corporation, who have done wrong 
to that corporation should not be put out; 
that they should be protected, and the 
men who really own the corporation, the 
policy holders, should be kept out of their 
rights. 

“We seem to be very careful of the in- 
terests and rights of some of the men who 
may be in jail yet, in spite of the con- 
servatism of the Senator and in spite of 
the attitude of the District Attorney of 
New York, who, standing and thinking, or 
sitting and sleeping, may hold that no 
harm has been done by these Trustees, 
and who also holds himself aloof from 
public clamor. 

“If the policy holders want to commi 
the grievous mistake of taking what be- 
longs to them and running it themselves, 
for God’s sake let them do it. They've 
got the right to administer thelr own 
property as they see fit, and if they 
should make mistakes they will not be 
a circumstance to the wrongs inflicted 
on them by the Trustees who forgot 
their trust, and -the Directors who didn’t 
direct.” 

Senator Raines interrupted to say that 
this did not seem to him to be the time 
to debate the provisions of the bill, and 
that the motion to recommit should first 
be disposed of, as one single objection 
would keep the bill from being advanced 
on the calendar. 

“I don’t object to advancing this pag 
ticular bill,’”’ sald Malby, “‘ but I do ob- 
ject to the rush order that seems to have 
been issued. The insurance committee 
was appointed to get certatin information 
for this body, and when that information 
is before us I will act upon it as I think 
proper. These bills do not come under the 
order of Holy Writ. Three weeks ago 
they were said to be perfect and yet I 
understand there are meetings progressing 
in New York where amendments are be- 
ing talked about. I won't be swerved 
from my course by any Russian whips or 
by hot frons of denunciation. There is a 
possibility that even I may be able to in- 
ject a grain of added sense into the bills, 
I have no apologies to offer for my pres- 
ent attitude nor for my attitude at any 
previous time on insurance legislation.” 

‘“‘There’s the pity of it,” said Brackett, 
closing the debate. 

The motion prevailed to send the bill 
to the committee for amendment, and 
there being no Objection it also went 
on to the third reading calendar.

“A Plant,” Say Officials of New 
York and Mutual Life. 


Officials of the New York and Mutual 
Life Insurance Companies gave their 
theory yesterday of the charges that 
Thomas W. Lawson has made to the 
Massachusetts Attorney General and to 
the District Attorney of Suffolk County 
in that State that policies were being 
issued in exchange for proxies to the 
present management. 

They declared that the scheme 
only be a “ plant.” 

President Peabody of the Mutual, in- 
deed, said that he considered the charges 
an insult to the intelligence of the man- 
agers of the companies, quite aside from 
the moral aspects of the case. He ex- 
plained that the general agents of the 
Mutual Life had sub-agents working for 
them, any one of whom would be able 
| to rebate a first premium to an applicant 
in case he entered into an arrangement 
to furnish the Boston financier with evi- 
dence for the Grand Jury. 

The process, Mr. Peabody said, would 
be for the sub-agent to have the pros- 
pousve policy holder examined, and then 
o issue to him the policy, which would, 
however, not become binding on the com- 
pany until the first premium had actually 
been received. In so doing a basis would 
|be furnished for any affidavits of the 
kind that Lawson presented without an 
apparent misstatement of facts. 

The Mutual Life, according to Mr. Pea- 
| body, will look up the policies on which 
the Lawson charges are based. The ex- 
pene offered on behalf of the New 
| York Life was substantially the same as 
|} that made by President Peabody of the 
Mutual. 

Mr. Peabody said that the management 
of the Mutual eey conceded the prob- 
ability of passage of the bills now before 
the egislature, canceling all proxies 
hitherto issued or that may be tssued 
|}prior to two months before ‘elections, 
| postponing all pending elections in mutual 
companies until Nov. 15, and decreeing 
; that all existing Trustees shall go out

Tells’ Rapid Transit Board Its 
~ Terms Are Guesswork, 


‘CUT TO SUIT PENNSYLVANIA

ing the further progress of the franchise 


until -the Rapid Transit Board and the 
Board of Estimate confer on it. 

The franchise was held up on the May- 
or's motion, after he had stated bluntly 
that he would veto the measure when it 
came before him as Mayor unless this 
action were taken. In accordance with 
the resolutions that were adopted, the 
board sent the franchise back to its Com- 


committee was constituted a conference 
committee to deal with a committee. from 
the Board of Estimate. 

Several times in the Mayor's speech 
before the board yesterday, President 
Orr and Controller Metz protested at his 
attitude and at his criticism of the mem- 
bers. The Mayor plainly was angry. 
His voice was high-pitched, his face 
flushed, his manner belligerent, and his 
language severe. 

The Mayor went to the board meeting 
accompanied by Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Hoyt, who is attached to the 
Mayor’s office; by Harry P. Nichols, 
head of the Board of Estimate’s Bureau} 
of Franchises, and by two of Mr. 
Nichols’s assistants. When he arrived 
the bourd was listening to a representa- | 
tive of the North Side Board of Trade, 
who wanted to have the Connecting 
Road’s bridge over the East River so | 
bulit that it could accommodate general 
traffic, vehicular, foot passengers, and 
trolley cars. He said that the bridge 
would be twice as long as the Williams- 
burg structure, which cost $11,000,000, 
and that by compelling the company to} 
throw it open for general use the city | 
would be saving $22,000,000 ultimately by 
the transaction. 

Said Commission’s Hands Were Tied. 


Albert B. Boardman, of counsel to the 
commission, explained that the board 
could do nothing on this proposal, as the; 
law permitted the commission to pass} 
on the construction of a bridge for rail- 
road traffic only, and that if the other | 
plan was to be made effective the dele- 
gation would have to obtain legislative | 
amendments to the existing law. 

Mayor McClellan then ‘moved, as a point 
of order, that the board should take up 
the Connecting Rallroad matter. 

“We're on it now,’ replied President 
Orr. 

‘Since I have been Mayor,” sald Mr. 
McClellan, ‘I have made it a strict rule, 
which I never have broken until now, 
never to discuss or vote on measures in| 
various boards when such matters later | 
would come before me as Mayor.

ALBANY, March 22.—The feeling against 
the railroads for cutting off the passes of |

Bonaparte Favors a 19,400-Ton Battle- 
ship or Two Smaller Ones. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Secretary 


Bonaparte apeared before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs to-day in 
support: of an increase of the navy. He 
advocated an appropriation this year for 
two 16,000-ton battleships, and in case 


Congress does not see fit to provide for 
two such ships, he urged the construction 
of one 19,400-ton battleship. In this 
recommendation he surpassed Admiral 
| Dewey, who advocated 18,000-ton battle- 
ships after the type of the English bat- 
tleship Dreadnought. 
In the main, Secretary Bonaparte’s 
; recommendations were in harmony with 
those included in his annual report. Two 
scout cruisers were recommended in the 
report, but he said to the committee that 
these were not indispensable. He ad- 
| vocated the building of four destroyers 
at a cost of $3,000,000; two submarines 
costing $500,000, one gunboat costing $u00,- 
| 009, and two river gunboats at a cost of 
$200,000.

Mrs. Bliss Gets $18,000 Judgment | 


Against Fireproofine Treasurer. | § 





As the result of a stock transaction en- | 
tered into by William H. Bliss, ex-United | 
States District Attorney at St. Louis, Mrs. 
Anna B. Bliss, his wife, for whom the| 
stock was bought, sued Thomas G. Con- | 
don, Treasurer of the Fireproofine Com- | 
pany, and yesterday got a verdict for! 
$18,000 before Justice O’Gorman and a/| 
jury in the Supreme Court, 

According to the testimony in behalf of | 
the plaintiff, Bliss bought 300 shares of 
preferred stocly of the Fireproofine Com- 
pany at $60 a share, believing that it was | 
treasury stock, in June, 1900.

It was estimated that Condon, 
besides keeping half of the stock bonus. 
made a profit of 500 per cent. |

‘A NEW CARNEGIE BRANCH. 


It Will House St. Agnes’s and Library 
for the Blind. 


A Carnegie building, serving the double 
purpose of a home for the St. Agnes 
Branch Library and for the Library for 
the Blind, is to be opened by the New 
York Public Library at 444 Amsterdam 
Avenue next Monday. 

The St. Agnes Branch, which has been 
at 2,279 Broadway, on the corner of 
Eighty-second Street, for the past six 
years, was opened in June, 1894, in the 
parish house of St. Agnes’s Chapel, under 
the auspices of that organization, whence 
its name. It subsequently became an in- 
dependent library and removed successive- 
ly to 520 Amsterdam Avenue, to the cor- 


lner of. Eighty-fifth Street and Amsterdam 


Avenue, and to the location from which 
it is just about to remove. It was the 
first of the small free circulating libraries 


to follow the example of the New. York 
Circulating Library jn consolidating with | 
the New York Public Library, and has); 
been doing a notecble work on the upper 
west side, having now on its shelves about 
17,000 vofumes and circulating 115,000 an- 
nually. 

The front par‘ of the main floor of the 
new building will be devoted to the Libra- 
ry for the Blind, which has now one of 
the largest collections of books for the 
blind in the United States. 

The building occupied by these two 
branches is the eighteenth erected from 
the Carnegie fund by the New York Pub- 
lic Library. There are to be no formal 
opening exercises, the building being sim- 

ly thrown open for public use. The build- 
fax is from designs by Messrs. Babb, Cook 
& Willard. It has three stories and base- 
ment. On the main floor, besides the 
Library for the Blind, there is the main 
adult circulating room. On the second 
floor are the children’s circulating and 
reading rooms, and on the third floor a 
large periodical and newspaper reading 
room. Besides these, there are workrooms 
and quarters for the use of the library 
staff. The building, with its equipment, 
cost about $80,000, exclusive of the: site, 
which was furnished by the city. 

About ten more of the Carnegie build- 
ings. are in various stages of construction.

BUSINESS AND BIGAMY. 

It was remarked, not long ago, in the 
case of a man who aspired to head a 
great corporation, how the disclosure of 
a private offense which by no means 
went directly to his business capacity 
or to his business integrity was fatal 
to his aspirations. 

In that case the offender was a biga- 
mist only in intent But we have now 
the case of that banker in Brooklyn 
who is a bigamist in fact, and by his 
own confession. His “‘ business record ” 
proper seems to have been not only 
perfectly clear but highly creditable. 
He had worked himself up to be the 
President of an important bank with 
branches and extensive connections, 
and his commercial “rating” is with- 
out doubt high. But it appears, and 
appears most curiously, and by. his 
own negligence, apparently, that he 
was maintaining two wives within a 
short distance of each other. 

His explanation is an aggravation of 
his offense. His explanation is that he 
thought the first wife was dying when 
he married the second. This confes- 
sion adds nausea to the resentment 
which the fact of the bigamy was 
adapted to excite.

There are now under construction in the 
United States 13,014 miles of new raflroac 
lines, according to the figures compiled by 
The Railway Age, and in additiun pro- 
posed railroad lines provide for the build- 
21,447 miles of new railroads actually un- 
der construction or proposed to ve built 
in the immediate future. A year ago, only | 
7,500 miles of road were under construc- 
tion, of which 4,079 miles were completed 
in 1905. 

Statistics show that Mr. Harriman’s 
competitive railroad building prediction 
| was based largely on expected develop- 
| ments in nis own Northwestern tercitory. 
This year the centre of greatest activity 
in railroad building is in the Northwest, 
whereas, for several years it was the 
Southwest that showed the greatest enter- 
prise in the matter of new lines of trans- 
; ortation. 

This result is due, 
to the new line which the Cnicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul is building from 
Evarts, S. D., to the Pacific Cuast, a dis- 
tance of 1,500 miles. This project, how- 
ever, is almost equaled in mileage by 
the combined new Hill and Harriman 

The proportion which the new 
will bear to the present lines controlled 
by the Hill and Harriman companies 1s 
indicated by the fact that the 546 miles 
of new road being built by the Harriman 
roads compare with 1,994 miles, which 
is the length of the Union Pacific main 
line. The proportion between the new 
Hill lines and the main lines of the Hill 
systems is somewhat smaller than in the 
case of the Harriman roads, 
reason that the 784 miles of new 
lines must be apportioned between 
main lines of the Northern Pacific 
the Great Northern. 

ther important railroad projects which
